The Increase of Crime in the U. S. 


HE Federal Bureau of Investigation 

in Washington has just issued its 

annual report for 1951 containing 
“Uniform Crime Reports for the United 
States and Its Possessions.” It is a dis- 
turbing, factual catalogue of man’s in- 
creasing wickedness in this land of the 
free and home of the brave, not writ- 
ten with the sensationalism of many 
newspaper accounts, but giving cold, 
hard facts in simple language. Its fifty- 
two pages contain charts showing the 
crime trend in urban and rural sections, 
tables showing the incidence of crime by 
geographic divisions and states, graphs 
crimes, and paragraphs sum- 
and explaining the _ sinister 


of major 
marizing 
figures. 
The record is not a pleasant one to 
contemplate, and yet it should be known, 
It is an open rebuke, not from the pul-

pit but from one of our strongest gov- 
ernment agencies, to those who cling 
to the false hope that man is getting 
better and better: and up-to-date evi- 
dence that education and science are 
not enough to restrain the beast in man. 
It emphasizes the seriousness of the 
times in which we live, and should 
stimulate all who care for the children 
to redouble efforts to turn their feet into 
the paths of righteousness before it is 
too late. 

In connection with the release of the 
1951 Annual Bulletin of Uniform Crime 
Reports, FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
pointed out the following trends: 


IN CRIME 

“Crime rose 5.1 per cent throughout 
the United States in 1951. Cities showed 
a 5.2 per cent increase and rural areas 
a 5 per cent increase. 

“Auto thefts increased 15.3 per cent, 
larcenies 7.1 per cent, negligent man- 
slaughter 3.4 per cent, and rape 1.3 per 
cent. Other major crimes showed slight 
decreases, 

“There were an estimated 1,882,160 
serious offenses during 1951, an increase 
of 92,130 over 1950. 

“An average day 


“INCREASE 


in 1951 saw 5,157 
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major crimes—34 felonious homicides, 
1,115 burglaries, 143 robberies, 3,064 lar- 
cenies, 46 rapes, 540 auto thefts, and 215 
aggravated assaults. 


“VALUE OF PROPERTY STOLEN 


“A tabulation of reports from 376 cities 
representing nearly 46 million inhabi- 
tants reflected a total of $150,136,172.00 
worth of property stolen. Largest single 
category of stolen property was auto- 
mobiles, with $90,385,558.00 worth stolen 
in 1951. Loot from the average rob- 
bery in 1951 was $194, the average burg- 
lary $139, and the average auto theft 
$965. ... 

“ARREST RECORDS 

“Arrest records of local police depart- 
ments in the form of fingerprint cards, 
totaling 831,288, were examined to ob- 
tain age, sex, race, and criminal his- 
tory data during 1951. 

“Arrests of males numbered 746,055 in 
1951, a 4 per cent increase over 1950, 
when 717,088 fingerprint arrest records 
for males were examined. Arrests of 
females totaled 85,233, an increase of 11.3 
per cent over the 76,583 arrest prints 
for females examined in 1950... . 

“More males and females were arrested 
for drunkenness than for any other of- 
fense. 

“YOUTH IN CRIME 

“A tragedy of our times is expressed 
in 1951’s fingerprint statistics on youth- 
ful offenders. 

“More persons aged 23 were arrested 
than any other age group. Persons un- 
der 21 made up 14.4 per cent (119,676) 
of all persons arrested during 1951. 

“Arrests of persons under age 18 in- 
creased 7.7 per cent in 1951 (37,259) 
compared with 1950 (34,599). 

“An examination of the records of the 
26,273 males and females age 20 arrested 
during 1951 reflected that 44.9 per cent 
had prior fingerprint arrest records.” 

To any thoughtful observer of life 
today, who knows the Scriptures and 
something of human nature, this report 
suggests a number of thoughts. If Jere- 
miah could read it, he would say again, 
“The heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked: who can know 
it?” (Jer. 17:9.) And if the Apostle Paul 
were present in a group where this was 
read aloud, he might say, “Yes, I see 
that with all your advancement in 
knowledge and invention, unregenerate 
man is the same as when I wrote, under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit: ‘They 
are all gone out of the way, they are 
together become unprofitable; there is 
none that doeth good, no, not one. Their 
throat is an open sepulchre; with their 
tongues they have used deceit; the poi- 
son of asps is under their lips: whose 
mouth is full of cursing and bitterness: 
their feet are swift to shed blood: de- 
struction and misery are in their ways: 
and the way of peace have they not 
known: there is no fear of God before 


their eyes’” (Rom, 3:12-18). 
At about the same time that the FBI’s 
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“Uniform Crime Reports” reached edi- 
tors’ desks, the sordid stories of mutiny, 
riot, and wanton destruction in New Jer- 
sey and Michigan prisons were spread 
across the front pages of the newspapers. 
Here was further evidence of the mod- 
ern criminal’s utter disregard for author- 
ity, law and order, life and property. 

The grim summary of crime in the 
United States in 1951 was not softened 
by this comment in Director Hoover's 
report: “The estimated major crime 
total is considered conservative since 
such crimes as arson, embezzlement, 
carrying concealed weapons, and others 
are not included.” Any newspaper reader 
will have noted the increase in recent 
months of thefts by bank tellers and 
dishonesty in high government circles. 

The booklet also shows that among “the 
factors which affect the amount of crime 
in the community” are “the standards 
governing appointments to the police 
force, the policies of the prosecuting 
officials and the courts, the attitude of 
the public toward law-enforcement 
problems”—all of which can be traced 
back to the moral standards of the peo- 
ple themselves in any given community, 

It may be, too, that this report is 
another sign of the approaching end of 
this age of grace. It is a startling illus- 
tration of the Apostle Paul’s inspired 
prophecy: “This know also, that in 
the last days perilous times shall come. 
For men shall be lovers of their own 
selves. covetous, boasters, proud, blas- 
phemers, disobedient to parents, un- 
thankful, unholy, without natural af- 
fection, trucebreakers, false accusers, 
incontinent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good, traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God” (2 Tim, 3:1-4). 

All of these grim facts sent out over 
the nation by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation show the tremendous need 
for revival in our land, and for a re- 
turn to the Word of God, the family 
altar, Christian love and discipline in 
the home, and faithful attendance at 
church and Sunday school. Mr. Hoover, 
writing in THe SunpAy ScHoot TIMEs 
of May 5, 1951,1 recognizes that “the 
moral destiny of our nation is in the 
hands of our young people,” and that 
“the youth who has experienced old- 
fashioned Christian training and disci- 
pline in the home and has received 
sound, efficient Bible teaching in the 
Sunday school has been given a sword 
and buckler against temptation.” The 
Bible is the only permanent bulwark 
that can stem this terrible, rising tide 
of crime, and the Gospel preached by

But when one works 
hard and is able to keep his own nose 
above water, because of careful man- 
agement, then have these come along, 
after their fling and trips with no 
money for their needs, and try to show 
you up as a tightwad because you 
stayed at home and worked and pro- 
vided for your own needs... ! I 
cannot think that John had this in 
view when he wrote 1 John 3:17. What 
further light would you have on such 
cases? Thanks.—A Missouri reader. 
Unworthy characters who ask for 

money not cnly deceive some who give 
it to them, but leave behind them such 
a trail of disappointment and suspicion 
that they prevent the giving of help 
when it is really needed. If a man lives 
in an extravagant, improvident way, and 
then asks for financial help, there is 
nothing unchristian in telling him that 
he does not deserve it and therefore will 
not get it. 

First John 3:17 reads as follows: “But 
whoso hath this world’s good, and seeth 
his brother have need, and shutteth up 
his bowels of compassion from him, how 
dwelleth the love of God in him?” The 
crux of this text, in its application to the 
case described by the Times club secre- 
tary, is the phrase, “and seeth his brother 
have need.” It is always risky to give 
money to those one does not know, un- 
less their cases are carefully looked into, 
But when a person and his habits are 
well known, and it is clear that he has 
been wasting his money, then he prob- 
ably needs to learn some hard lessons.

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ll. God's Victorious Standard for Christians 


How the glowing Bible picture of a perfect man 
arouses longings in the believer's heart 


AUL lived a victorious Christian 
Pie He told his converts to watch 

his life and imitate him. “The 
things which ye both learned and re- 
ceived and heard and saw in me, these 
things do” (Phil. 4:9, R.V.). “Be ye 
imitators of me, even as I also am of 
Christ” (1 Cor. 11:1, R.V.). These early 
Christians had no New Testament as 
yet. What did they see in Paul? What 
was his standard? 

Paul’s was a life of fellowship with 
God. a life of consuming love for Christ, 
a life of prayer, a life of peace and joy 
and thanksgiving His was a life of 
victory over lust and covetousness and 
pride, over worldliness and selfishness. 
He conquered discouragement and dis- 
content and could say, “Thanks be unto 
God who always leadeth us in triumph 
in Christ” (2 Cor, 2:14). 

Paul’s was a life of 
for men—for his fellow Christians, for 
lost sinners, for his enemies. He was a 
man cf suffering and sorrow. yet always 
(2 Cor. 6:10). He had one 
passion, to know Christ and to 
Him known to others 

Other Christians were not to imitate 
Paul as an inspired apostle, but as a 
sinner saved by grace, as one who had 
a great treasure in an earthen vessel] (2 
Cor. 4:7). 


Paul’s Secret 
Paul gave his testimony and his secret

in five words (six words in our lan- 
guage): “To me to live is Christ” (Phil. 
1:21). Here he suggests three things. 


Christ was his pattern. He walked even 
as Jesus Christ walked (1 John 2:6). 
Second, Christ was his power for such 
a supernatural life “Christ liveth in 
me” (Gal, 2:20). Third, he was com- 
pletely committed to Christ by his own 
surrender and faith. He counted all 
else but loss, and chose Christ (Phil. 
3:8-10). So he could say, I want Christ 
magnified in my body because “to me 
to live is Christ.”. And every humble 
Christian may make the same choice, 
and have the same power, and live the 
same victorious life. 

Paul could also say, and every Chris- 
tian must say, “I know that in me, that 
is. in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing” 
(Rom, 7:18). But—oh, glorious BUT!— 
“Thanks be to God, who giveth us the 
victcry through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(1 Cor. 15:57; Rom, 7:25). 

Paul described a victorious life in the 
thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians. 
He tells how love behaves: suffers long, 
and is kind; envies not, vaunts not itself, 
is not puffed up: does not behave un- 
seemly, seeketh not its own, is not pro- 
voked, takes not account of evil, rejoices

not in unrighteousness, but rejoices with 
the truth; bears all things, believes all 
things, hopes all things, 
things. Love is victorious 
fulfilling of the law. 

Here again we have three great facts: 
love is the standard. The law is sum- 
med up in supreme love for God and 
supreme love for man (Matt. 22:36-40). 
Anything contrary to love is sin. But 
love is also the inner motive power. 
God's love has been shed abroad in our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit who has 
been given unto us (Rom, 5:5). But 
also “love” comes to us as a command, 
an imperative. We are to love God, to 
love our neighbor, to love our enemies. 
We are to keep the commandments of 
Christ and thus prove our love for Him 
(John 14:15: 1 John 5:3). So there is 
the human responsibility, the cheice to 
be made, the will to obey—to surrender 
and believe. 

Paul describes the victorious life as 
the fruit of the Spirit, and as an ex- 
pression of the gifts of the Spirit. We 
are to walk in the Spirit. Here again 
we have a standard. The works of the 
flesh are clearly evident, every form of 
lust and covetousness and pride. So is 
the fruit of the Spirit: LOVE: joy and 
peace; longsuffering and kindness: good- 
ness and faithfulness; meekness and 
self-control (Gal. 5:22, 23, R.V.). The 
Holy Spirit is the Spirit of truth, of holi- 
ness, of gentleness, of unity, of love. 
Anything contrary to these is sin. 

But walking in the Spirit means more 
than a standard: it means the provision 
of God’s power to walk according to 
the standard. 

If that is so, why are any Christians 
defeated? Because there is the human 
responsibility, and this is where Chris- 
tians fail. We are commanded to walk 
in the Spirit. We are commanded, “Be 
filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18). That 
is, “Live your life in the fulness of the 
Holy Spirit.” There is the choice—the 
complete committal in surrender and 
faith. 

We have suggested four ways in which 
God’s standard for Christian living is 
presented in the Scriptures,

1. First, by direct commandments, The 

moral law, as given in the Ten Com- 
mandments and in other Old Testament 
commands, also in the Gospels and Epis- 
tles, is God’s standard—a rule of life 
for men, and for Christians. 
‘ Notice some of these direct commands 
which call for a victorious life: “Love 
one another, as I have loved you” (John 
15:12). “Love your enemies” (Matt, 5: 
44). “Love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart .. love thy neighbor as 
thyself” (Matt. 22:37, 39). “Do good to 
them that hate you, bless them that curse 
you, pray for them that despitefully use 
you” (Luke 6:27, 28). “In nothing be 
anxious” (Phil, 4:6) “Rejoice always. 
Pray without ceasing. In everything 
give thanks” (1 Thess. 5:16-18) “Lie 
not one to another” (Col, 3:9). “Pro- 
vide things honest in the sight of all 
men” (Rom, 12:17). “Preach the Gos- 
pel to every creature” (Mark 16:15) 

2. Second, by the example of Christ, 
When Christ lived on earth, He lived 
as God intended every human being to 
live. The moral law of God was lived 
out in perfection in Christ. So Christ's 
earthly life is our standard: “Leaving 
us an example, that.ye should follow his 
steps” (1 Pet. 2:21). He who calls him- 
self a Christian “ought himself also so 
to walk even as he walked” (1 John 2:6), 

But He was sinless, and we are sin- 
ners. How can we walk as He walked? 
The Characteristics of Christ’s Life 

We are to study in the Gospels the 
kind of life He lived. Note the char- 
acteristics of that life, remembering that 
He who is the eternal God lived on 
earth as a man, the only normal human 
being who has lived cn earth since sin 
entered the human race. We are to fol- 
low His example as man. There were 
two great certainties in His life: He 
knew His Father; He knew that He 
would carry out God’s purpose and plan 
for His life. He was a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief. But He had 
joy and peace. He bequeathed His joy 
and peace to His disciples. He was a 
man of prayer: He went apart regularly 
for prayer; He spent long seasons in 
prayer; He gave thanks to the Father 
on every occasion; He prayed at every 
crisis of His ministry; He expressed His 
joy and thanksgiving and His sorrows in 
prayer. He knew the Scriptures, and 
He guided His life by the Scriptures; 
He believed every word of the Old Tes- 
tament Scriptures to be the Word of 
God (John 10:35). He was dead to all 
worldly advantage. He loved men, and 
had compassion upon them. He honored 
the Father in all His ways. He was 
never in a hurry. He never wasted a 
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moment. He came to seek and to save 
the lost. In all of these things, He is 


our example. 

3. When Paul and other believers took 
Christ as Saviour, a miracle happened. 
They were new creatures in Christ. The 
Holy Spirit took the things of Christ 
and reproduced them in these believers. 
Study Paul, set forth by the Spirit as 
our example, only of course as he fol- 
lowed Christ (1 Cor. 11:1). Study Paul’s 
testimony. He had certainty of his sal- 
vation, and certainty of his guidance. 
He could say, “I know whom I have 
believed” (2 Tim, 1:12). He could say, 
“T hold not my life of any account as 
dear unto myself, so that I may accom- 
plish my course and the ministry which 
I received from the Lord Jesus, to testify 
the gospel of the grace of God” (Acts 
20:24). He knew the joy of the Lord 
as an experience as well as a preaching 
(Phil. 3:1). He knew the peace that 
passes all understanding (Phil, 4:7). He 
knew suffering, and he endured (Phil. 
1:29, 30). He loved men. He had a 
passion to seek and to save the lost. 
Everything that came to him he accepted 
as falling out unto the progress of the 
Gospel (Phil, 1:12). He coveted nothing 
of earthly gain (Acts 20:33). Paul lived 
wholly for Christ. 

4. This life of victory is a Spirit-con- 
trolled life, a Spirit-filled life. So the 
New Testament describes what the char- 
acter of the life is. The fruit of the 
Spirit is described, and the activity of 
love is portrayed, ° 

The life of victory is the Christ life. 
That means two things: It means that 
the Christian, in his own measure and 
degree, is like Christ in what he is, in 
his character; it means that Christ does 
through the Christian His works. In 
life and in labor the victorious Chris- 
tian manifests Christ. 

This is victorious living. It is super- 
natural. How far may any Christian 
experience it in his daily living? 

A multitude of Christians have had 
the experience of the present writer. 
The standard of God for Christian living 
has beer a mirror which revealed that 
something was wrong with my Christian 
life. There was the mirror of God’s 
Word, in its direct commandments, in 
its description of a Spirit-filled life. I 
read that the Bible was sweeter than 
honey and the honeycomb, and more to 
be desired than gold. Yet it was not 
that to me. I read of the prayer com- 
mands and promises, and they were far 
from my experience. I read the com- 
mand, “In nothing be anxious,” and I 
read of the peace that passes understand- 
ing, and the joy unspeakable, but such 
a life I was not enjoying. I realized 


that there must be a power for victory 
over temptation that I knew nothing 
about, for I was going down again and 
again before the same temptations of 
irritation and pride and untruthfulness 
and selfishness and lack of love and im- 
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pure imaginations (1 Cor, 10:13). God’s 
Word was condemning me. Then I 
looked in the mirror of Christ’s own life, 
and saw worked out a life of victory 
and joy and peace and suffering and 
love and complete separation from the 
world and its ambitions. Also, I looked 
into the mirror of other lives around 
me, of men who had an experience of 
Christ in daily living and in victorious 
service in soul-winning. That was dif- 
ferent from my own. I was not expect- 
ing to equal them in their results, but 
they seemed to have a secret that I 
knew nothing about. Paul was my 
favorite character, and I read with envy 
his testimonies of what Christ meant 
to him. 

Are these standards given in order to 
mock us? Are they given as a goal that 
we may reach after many years cf striv- 
ing and effort? Are they to bring con- 


viction in order that we may confess 
and be forgiven, and go on again in 
defeat? The answer is that these stand- 


ards are given to us to bring conviction 
that there is a life of victory into which 


we may enter which will be a trans- 
forming experience for us. Moreover, 


this standard of God has its daily use 
of bringing conviction, showing us 
wherein we have stepped aside from 
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His Spirit, that we may confess and be 
forgiven and then go on joyfully to new 
victory at the very point where we have 
failed. 

With some there is a longing for peace 
and joy and unbroken fellowship with 
the Lord, a new life of loving the Word 
of God and drawing near to God in 
prayer. 

With some it is a longing to be deliy- 
ered from some besetting sin and to have 
victory, especially in the little tempta- 
tions that mar the daily walk. 

With others there is the longing that 
they might be soul-winners, that there 
might be greater power in the testimony 
to other lives and in the results obtained 
in ministering to others, 

In my own case there was a conscious. 
ness of defeat at all three points, not 
merely as a relative matter of desiring to 
live more closely to God’s standards, 
There is an absolute difference between 
defeat and victory, although there is 
also the important truth of growth in 
grace, 

Many of us in our Christian experi- 
ence need not more and more of what 
we have, but something utterly new 
which we do not have. What is that 
new thing?

How the Northwest Mountain Mission is reaching 
churchless communities and mountain homes 


HE master of the feast in the Lord’s 

parable in Luke 14 was tremendously 
in earnest in his expressed desire to 
have all the needy brought in to the 
banquet, where their hunger might be 
appeased. Therefore, he sent out his 
servants to search, even to “the hedges,” 
where some had become entangled and 
helpless, and bring them in. There are 
today, in the vast mountain areas of the 
State of Idaho, many precious souls who, 
by the stubborn circumstance of geo- 
graphical limitations, are unable to at- 
tend church and hear the Gospel, for 
there are no churches. They are being 
cheated out of an intelligent understand- 
ing of their need of Christ. Our Lord 
and Master has made it plain and em- 
phatic that He would have His servants 
seek out these unfortunate souls and 
bring them in—yea, “compel them” with 
the compulsion of a loving urgency “to 
come in.” 

For sixteen years the Northwest 
Mountain Mission, Ine, (whose head- 
quarters address is Box 421, Boise, Idaho), 
has been continuously operating in this 
great mountain region, seriously trying 
to fulfill the command of the Christ, We 
have had a substantial measure of suc- 
cess. We have followed the trails to 
churchless communities, to the homes

and camps that dribble through the 
mountains, to prospectors, stockmen, 
miners, and Forest Service operatives. 
We have given them the Word, wit- 
nessed to them, prayed for them. Some 
of them have been won to Christ. 

It has not been easy, yet it has been 
glorious. The sacrificial ministries of 
our missionaries have “paid off.” In 
many a home a “buried” Bible has been 
dug up and dusted off. Sunday schools 
have been started. Visitations of grace 
have been witnessed. Groups of be- 
lievers have joined hands in orderly 
assemblies and are building houses of 
worship. Let it hereby be known to the 
many friends who have loyally stood 
by this work, that there have been times 
of harvest. Let them know that their 
sacred investments have been well 
placed. 

Obstacles? There have been plenty of 
them. This is a rugged region. In much 
of it smooth roads are left far behind. 
High ranges and deep canyons alternate 
with stern regularity. Only the strong 
souls press on. In the deep canyon 
country of the great Salmon River, 
where missionary Austin Wold and his 
wife are laboring, a notable victory is 
being achieved. In the nooks and cor- 
ners and in the side canyons of the great 
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canyon itself, more than a mile in depth, 
courageous souls have built their homes 
and are battling their way to a liveli- 
hood. They are being found and brought 
together for worship in the tiny Wold 


cabin. There they hear the Gospel. 
Scon there were converts; then there 
were more. In one instance, an entire

not just anybody will do. What is needed 
s stalwart men, rugged in body, clear- 
headed, strong-souled, with a passion to 
win the lost: men whose faith is strong 
and with a sanctified determination; men 
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unafraid to suffer and endure; men who 
cannot be intimidated by harsh condi- 
tions, but who will, by the marvelous 
grace of our beloved God, battle their 
way to the rescued souls. For 
such, the compensations rich and 
grand and glorious, 

The present superintendent of the Mis- 
sion, Mr. Harold DeGroff, is a product 
of Idaho’s back country. For years as 
a boy he lived with his family in a 
mountain area where there was nothing 
in the way of a Christian ministry for 
the people. Cruel roads in summer and 
deep snows in winter completely iso- 
lated them When the husband and 
father died they had to “import” a min- 
ister. Those years of his mother’s widow- 
hood among the lonely hills left the boy 
with a scarred memory, which is one 
of the reasons he is doing such a good 
job today, spearheading this God-blessed

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 


S A people, we Americans are far 
A more sentimental than we like to 
admit. We prefer to think of our- 
selves as a practical, hard-headed nation 
with an eye to business. But just wave 
an invitation at us to indulge some little 
bit of emotion, and we shall rush to it 
like a stampeding herd and engage in 
a veritable orgy of sentimentality, glad 
of the escape from our shell of “tough- 
ness.” Just see, what we make of 
Mother’s Day and Valentine's Day! 
Whatever strikes the chord of “home” 
touches a tender spot with us. Almost 
any audience in the land will melt to 
the strains of: 
‘Mid pleasures and palaces 


may roam, 
Be it ever so humble, there’s no place like 


home, 

4 charm from the skies seems to hallow 

us there, 

Which, seek through the world, is ne’er 

met with elsewhere. 
Home, home, sweet, sweet home, 
There's no place like home, 
There’s no place like home! 

The difficulty is, we are not very prac- 
tical in our sentimentalism. The home 
over which we are ready to shed tears 
of tender emotion is being torn to shreds, 
and we do nothing about it. Tidal waves 
of impurity, unfaithfulness, and divorce 
are destroying the American home with 
fearful rapidity, but we continue to wax 
sentimental and at the same time con- 
tinue the practices that are doing the 
damage and threatening the very foun- 
dations of the national life. Unless a

Where shall we begin? With God’s 
people. The church itself has been far 
too lax in this matter of divorce, with 
its break-up of home life, and its de- 
struction of the family. Fifteen years 
ago, when the British people, strength- 
ened by the standards of the Church of 
England, refused to have a king wedded 
to a divorcee, the whole church was 
challenged to a firmer stand. Unfor- 
tunately, the challenge was not accepted, 
and the spectacle of broken homes 
among professing Christians is one of 
the saddest and most depressing signs of 
the times. May God help us to awake, 
before it is too late! 


Verse by Verse 

Matt. 5:27.—“Ye have heard .. . Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” The Lord 
does not mention any additions to the 
Seventh Commandment as He did in the 
case of the Sixth Commandment (v. 21), 
but the casuistry of the Pharisees had 
weakened this also, and Jesus sets about 
to restore the original force of it. and 
shows its application to the question of 
divorce. 

Verse 28.—“Whosoever looketh on a 
woman to lust after her , , . in his heart.” 
Adultery does not begin in the act, but 
in the heart. The evil desire is as much 
sin in God’s sight as the overt deed, 
and the eye may be a veritable instru- 
ment of adultery. 

Verse 29.—“Pluck it out ... profitable 

that one of thy members should 
perish . . . cast into hell.” Better be 


blind than have “eyes full of adultery” 
(2 Pet. 2:14). Adulterous eyes might 
bring one to the death of a criminal. 
in which case the body would be cast 
into Gehenna, the valley of Hinnom 
where the fires burned continually. But 
beyond that is the real Gehenna of fire, 
which is more to be feared. This double 
meaning of “hell” is doubtless intended. 
(See Topics for Development.) 

Verse 30.—“And if thy right hand of- 
fend thee...” A hand that obeys evil 
impulses is no blessing. The argument 
is the same as in verse 29. These are 
solemn injunctions. Jesus did not re- 
gard sin lightly! 

Verse 31.—“Let him give her a writing 
of divorcement.” See below, Mark 10: 
2-5. This was not to make divorce easy, 
but to make it more difficult, and to 
protect women from the mere whims of 
men. 


Verse 32.—“Causeth her to commit 
adultery .. . committeth adultery.” If a 
woman, divorced on other grounds than 
unfaithfulness, remarries, she is guilty 
of adultery, but the man who divorced 
her is the cause of her sin, and there- 
fore responsible. The man who marries 
her is also guilty of adultery. The teach- 
ing is clear enough, and needs no argu- 
ing. 

Mark 10:2.—“Is it lawful for a man to 
put away his wife?” Apart from the 
Pharisees’ purpose in raising the ques- 
tion (to entangle Jesus), the very rais- 
ing of it reveals how far men _ have 
Strayed from the divine intention in 
marriage. 

Verse 3.—“What did Moses command 
you?” Our Lord acknowledged the 
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authority of Moses in the Law which 
God gave him for Israel. 

Verse 4.—“Moses suffered to write a 
bill of divorcement.” The reference is 
to Deuteronomy 24:1, 2. The “bill of 
divorcement” was to prevent the im- 
petuous, unrecorded dismissal of a wife 
on any pretext. The divorce was al- 
lowed on the ground of “uncleanness,” 
not on any supposed incompatibility. 

Verse 5.—“For the hardness of your 


heart.” The very presence of such an 
allowance in the Law was a ccndem- 
nation of man. It should make us 


ashamed, and cause us to seek such re- 
newal of heart as will make such allow- 
ances unnecessary. 

Verse 6—“But from the beginning of 
the creation God made them male and 
Back to the original, divine 
intention!—says Jesus, and you will not 
need such sufferance of Law. 

Verse 7.—“For this cause . . . cleave 
to his wife.” The creation of one man 
and one woman marked God's intention 
for the permanency of the marriage 
bond. Any breach of that comes of sin. 

Verse 8—“No more twain, but One 
flesh.” The marriage bond is more than 
an association; it is a merging of per- 
sonalities. It does not contemplate any 
severance, except in death. 

Verse 9.—“What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asun- 
der.” Some will answer that it is not 
always God that joins two in marriage, 
but this verse refers to the institution 
of marriage as such, not only to those 
cases where the providence of God was 
clearly active in bringing two individ- 
uals together. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

If there was one thing more than an- 
other that distinguished Israel from her 
neighbor nations, that one thing was the 
mcral purity which was at the very cen- 
ter of her faith and her national life. 
The religions of the surrounding nations 
not only failed to restrain immoral prac- 
tices, but actually encouraged them. 
Ritual adultery and other perversions 
were part of the religious order. But 
Jehovah, who chose Israel to be His 
witness, is a holy God, a God of in- 
finite purity, and He demands purity in 
His people. The Seventh Commandment 
was the central expression of that de- 
mand, and, while Israel held true to God, 
moral purity made her a nation apart, 
but when Israel went after other gods, 
idolatry opened the gates to a flood tide 
of moral evil. There is a very real re- 
lation between “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me” and “Thou shalt not 
commit adultery,” a relation just as valid 
today as in the days of Moses. 

Purity and impurity are qualities of 
the heart, not just marks of outward 
action, and it is on the thoughts and 
desires of the heart that God pronounces 
judgment. One who desires adultery, 
but has no opportunity, or is restrained

only by fear of consequences, is adjudged 
an adulterer by God. Therefore it be- 
comes us to discipline our members, so 
that they do not be the means of stirring 
our hearts to lustful thoughts and de- 
sires. Feast your eyes on “appealing” 
pictures, and your heart will scon make 
you an adulterer. Lend your hand to 
promiscuous “necking,” and the heart 
will soon lose its control. Better to lose 
eyes and hands than have them become 
instruments of defilement. 

A great deal of impurity goes cn under 
cover of law. Our divorce courts are 
giving rein to the lusts of men and turn- 
ing the marriage bond into licensed 
adultery. It used to be that such law- 
protected adulterers were despised in 
“correct” society, but society accepts the 
situation now. But God does nct! No 
matter how legal one’s state may be, if 
it is contrary to God’s Law, it is sin. 
There can be no stable society, no “home, 
sweet home,” no conscience void of of- 
fense, outside of God's ideal of one man 
and one woman bound together in the 


ties of love “till death do us part.” Vio- 
late that, and disaster follows. “Keep 
thyself pure.”

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Testament to find that there is a way 
of plucking out our eyes and cutting off 
our hands and still having the sight of 
our eyes and the use of our hands, all 
for the service of God. The answer is, 
the Cross. “Whosoever will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take up 
the cross” (Mark 8:34). We bring our 
offending eyes and hands and heart and 
all to that place of death, and receive 
them back in a resurrection of power 
and holiness, that henceforth they shculd 
not be “instruments of unrighteousness 
unto sin,” but “instruments of righteous- 
ness unto God” (Rom. 6:13). Galatians 
2:20 is the New Testament answer to 
offending members. 

Hell. There are three words trans- 
lated “hell” in the New Testament. One 
is “hades,” which means literally “un- 
seen,” and refers to the place of departed 
spirits, without necessarily indicating 
punishment. The second is a verb form, 
tartaroo, to cast down to Tartarus, the 
pit. This is used by Peter concerning 
fallen angels (2 Pet. 2:4). The third is 
the word used by our Lord in the lesson 
(Matt. 5:29, 30). It is geenna, which we 
transcribe Gehenna, and refers to the 
Valley of Hinnom outside Jerusalem, 
where the fires for burning rubbish were 
kept constantly burning, and where the 
bodies of criminals were thrown. Our 
Lord escaped this degradation in keep- 
ing with the prophecy of Isaiah 53:9. 
Our Lord used the term in its literal 
sense, and also made it symbolic of the 
more fearful fate which awaits the lost.

After the Lesson.—Some years back 
the man who then was Britain’s king 
gave up his throne to marry a woman 
whose earlier marriage was broken off. 
Some people thought it very admirable 
to give up a crown for love of a woman, 
But such people overlooked God’s Word 
in the matter. “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery” means people must not flit 
from one husband to another, or from 
one wife to another. Many think that 
if you tire of your marriage partner, 
it is all right to get a divorce and try 
someone else. But the truth is that such 
action is all wrong. It breaks God’s Law; 
it breaks up homes and families; it 
breaks hearts and lives. 

God commands married people to stay 
faithfully and lovingly together for life. 
Disobedience of this command is sinful 
and harmful. Suppose that everyone 
treated marriage as lightly as some do! 
Homes would go to pieces everywhere. 
Children would be robbed of their right 
to a settled home life and the loving care 
of both father and mother. The lives 
of parents and children would be 
wrecked, and the whole nation would 
suffer. God seeks only the good of men, 











women, and children when He forbids 
the breaking of the marriage tie. 
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Let us thank God for all homes where 
husbands and wives stay lovingly and 
loyally together through life, and where 
children grow up in the shelter of true 
home and family life. Then let us de- 
termine that we, in our turn, will be 
faithful to our life partner and build 
our home and family life, not on Holly- 
wood's pattern, but on God’s pattern.

The Busy Men’s Corner

“Thou shalt not commit adultery” 
(Exod. 20: 14).—This Commandment for- 
bids all forms of immorality. No details 
are necessary, for all impurity is sin. 
Even before the Law was given, un- 
chastity was known to be a “great wick- 
edness.” When Joseph was tempted to 
impurity, he asked, “How can I do this 
great wickedness, and sin against God?” 

Some feature writers for magazines 
and papers are aware of the whirlwind 
which this country is reaping as a result 
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of the liberal sowing of wild oats, and 
are now seeking to do something to 
check its fury. Instead of writing about 
inhibitions and frustrations, they are 
actually warning their readers that it is 
impossible to escape the penalties of 
illicit love, 

One writer says: “Cheapened respect. 
lost friends, disillusioned children. fear- 
shadowed nights and nerve-racking days 
—those are the inevitable price which 
Lotharios and their female counterparts 
must pay. Nor can that price be shifted 
onto another.” 

“Whosoever looketh on a woman to 
lust after her” (Matt. 5:28).—*The bat- 
tleground for purity,” as has been said 
“is the mind.” Men do impure acts be- 
cause they brood over what they be- 
lieve to be the possible satisfaction de- 
rived from these acts. Christ’s standard 
of moral purity passes unqualified judg- 
ment upon the wanten look, the evil 
book, the evil picture, the lewd joke 
and the whispered scandal—also upon 
the utterance of Prof. G. P, Murdock 
anthropologist, at Yale, who in February, 
1950, expressed the opinion that ethical 
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Lesson for June 1 


and religious sanctions against premari- 
tal sexual intercourse were nothing but 
a “conscious insistence on an unrealistic 
and outworn code” (THE SuNDAY SCHOOL 
TrmEs, March 8, 1952, p. 206). 

As long as educators blatantly assert 
that “the aim of life is animal satis- 
faction in the here and now, and for 
self above all,” and that “virtue is un- 
scientific,” there will be no decrease in 
juvenile delinquency. 

“And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out” (Matt. 5:29).—Is this to 
be taken literally? No, the Lord Jesus 
never advocated mutilation of the hu- 
man body; neither did He command of- 
fenders in His day to pluck out an eye 
or cut off a hand. For example, He did 
not bid Peter cut off his hand, after he 
had offended by drawing his sword and 
cutting off the right ear of Malchus 
(Matt. 26:51). But even if something 
which is as precious to us as the right 
eye is leading us into sin, it must be 
abandoned. 

Was it not related of Cecil that his 
love of music, after he entered into the 
ministry of the Gospel, led him to devote 
too much time to his viclin? Perceiving 
what a snare it was to him, he cut across 
its strings and never touched it again. 
So, if a Christian, possessed of a fine 
voice and ear, discovered that these gifts 
led him into the vortex of sin, it would 
be better never to sing again. The ten- 
dency to sin should be recognized, and 
all occasions enticing to it should be cut 
off. Any present loss of power, loss of 
comfort, or experiencing of suffering 
should be endured. There is nothing 
in the world sweet enough to be worth 
the price of going to hell, 


“Whosoever shall put away his wife” 
(Matt. 5:32).—At the very first wedding, 
the Lord said, “Therefore shall a man 
leave his father and his mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: and they shall 
be one flesh” (Gen. 2:24). The Lord 
hates putting away (Mal. 2:16); there- 
fore allows it for only one cause—fcrni- 
cation. 

It is amazing how easily a divorce can 
be secured in this country! It is esti- 
mated that every fourth marriage ends 
in the divorce courts. 

Newspapers and magazines give much 
space to what certain supposed authori- 
ties believe about divorce, but utterly 
ignore the Lord’s teaching on the sub- 
ject. The Christian should be thor- 
oughly conversant with what the Lord 
said, and act acccrdingly. 

Just today I read an item in the news- 
paper about a columnist who heard that 
two of America’s most famous divorcees 
were having such a gay time enjoying 
their roles as grass widows, that he de- 
cided to call and interview them. He 
said they were about the most popular 
girls in the town. After a couple of 
minutes, without any stiffness at all, 


they began talking about their lives as . 
The reporter said the women 


divorcees. 
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were receiving telegrams and telephone 
calls from men begging permission to 
take them out. And they joked as to 
whether they would or would not marry 
again. The flippancy with which the 
serious matter of divorce was treated 
made one shudder. 

“But from the beginning of the crea- 
tion” (Mark 10:6).—The Lord goes be- 
yond that which Moses allowed because 
of the hardness of the people’s hearts— 
and beyond Sinai—to the creation of 
man. God’s will in the matter of mar- 
riage is the cleaving of one man to one 
woman. Oh, that the understanding of 
lawyers and judges were opened to see 
they had no Scriptural right to separate 
those who have been joined in holy 
matrimony, save on the ground of forni- 
cation! 

In presenting the Gospel to the class 
from this lesson, it would be profitable 
for the teacher to point out that God 
has joined other things together besides 
husbands and wives, and man has no 
right to attempt their separation. For 
example, God has joined sin and death 
(Rom. 6:23; Jas. 1:15): also blood and 
atonement (Lev. 17:11: Eph. 1:7): also 
faith and justification (Rom. 5:1: Acts 13: 
38, 39); also works and reward (1 Cor. 
3:8; Rev. 22:12).

AY, fellows, every Commandment of 

God has in it the design to bless 
greatly the one who obeys it. Just put 
that down as a basic fact. A mother 
tells her child to stay off the street. She 
knows the danger in traffic whizzing by. 
The child might be killed or maimed for 
life. Mother says, “Go brush your teeth.” 
That can’t do Mcther’s teeth any good, 
but she knows it will insure to you good, 
sound teeth and comfort in chewing 
your food much longer than if you 
should neglect it. 

Now here comes the Seventh Com- 
mandment—Gecd’s purity law—‘“Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” And Jesus 
gives a stricter meaning to it when He 
says, “But I say unto you, That whoso- 
ever looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery with her 
already in his heart” (Matt, 5:28). 

King David is a most striking example 
of “sinful looking.” It led him to break 
four of the Ten Commandments in rapid 
succession—the Seventh, adultery; the 
Tenth, covetousness; the Eighth, theft; 
and the Sixth, murder. 

Now look at the tragic consequences. 
The baby born of Uriah’s stolen wife 
died in infancy and it broke David’s 
heart. His daughter, Tamar, was spoiled 
by her own brother, Amnon, for which 
another brother, Absalom, murdered 
him. Later, Absalom organized an in- 
surrection against King David, his father. 
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It almost succeeded, causing the king 
to flee from Jerusalem for a time. All 
those four Commandments were broken 
again by David’s own children. “Be not 
deceived,” writes Paul to the Galatians, 
“God is not mocked: for whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh shall 
of the flesh reap corruption; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting” (chap. 6:7, 8). 
What a train of tragic events can fol- 
low the wrong kind of looking! Two 
wonderful gifts of God to us are eye- 
sight and the imagination; they work 
closely together. They were intended 
to make life very interesting, very profit- 
able, and very enjoyable; but when we 
allow the Devil to direct them to look 
upon sin and evil pictures, they lead us 
into deep trouble. The eye fastens upon 
the scene and carries it back to the 
imagination. Imagination stores it up 
for future reference, brings it out again, 
and the owner of the eye begins to live 
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the meaning of the picture. The Lord 
Jesus Christ said, “If thy right eye of- 
fend thee, pluck it out.” I don’t think 
He meant for you to gouge out your eye. 
Did you ever hear of any one of His 
disciples gouging out an eye? I do think 
He meant this: sometimes before we 
know it or can avoid it, an evil scene or 
nasty picture is thrust before our eyes. 
Quick! Turn away from it! Pluck out 
your eye from it! It is when you allow 
ycur eye to remain upon it that the harm 
is done. 

Fellows, don’t let your eye store up 
poison for the imagination to feed upon 
when you are alone in the dark. And 
if imagination has already pocketed im- 
purities and begins handing them out to 
you, here is a wonderful formula right 
out of the Word of God, which you can 
use with great helpfulness. It is 2 
Corinthians 10:3-5. Look: “For though 
we walk in the flesh, we do not war 
after the flesh: (for the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of 
strong holds:) casting dcwn imaginations, 
and every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought to 
the obedience of Christ.” Memcrize 
those words. You can do it easily. They 
will be of great value to you when im- 
agination starts threshing you around. 
I know!

My Class of Girls

IRST, we'll have Wilma’s report on 
how she spent last Sunday afternoon, 

“We had a lot of company at our 
house. There were eight children. I 
made a quiz for them, but I didn’t have 
time to make a game like Dora’s. After 
they had answered all my questions, we 
divided into two teams. One side dra- 
matized a Bible story and the other 
guessed what it was. We used ‘Pharaoh’s 
Daughter Finding Baby Moses,’ ‘Daniel 
in the Lion’s Den,’ and lots of other 
stories.” 

Did anyone get silly? (No.) I am 
glad of that. For I do not believe such 
a game would be pleasing to the Lord, 
if anyone got silly. His Word must al- 
ways be treated with reverence. I think 
you had a good idea and you chose good 
stories for the purpose. Never dra- 
matize a story that has our Lord in it. 
Can -you see why? (It would not be 
right for anyone to try to represent 
Him.) Just so. Jesus Christ is God the 
Son, and God is far too great and too 
holy to be represented by any human 
being. 

Our lesson today is on moral purity. 
What is the Seventh Commandment? 
The Christian is called to a higher stand- 
ard. It is not enough to refrain from 
immorality. The Apostle Paul wrote to 
Timothy, “Keep thyself pure.” A Chris- 
tian should be pure in body, pure in 
mind, and pure in heart. Finish the 
“Blessed are the pure in 
heart.” 

Read Matthew 5:13. Salt is a great 
preservative. We use salt to keep food 
from spoiling. It is the true Christians 
who help to hold back corruption on this 
earth. Are you a good influence in your 
home and in your school? 

The story is told that Mr. Moody went 
into a barbershop one day where the 
men often told dirty stories. Nothing 
impure was said all the time Mr. Moody 
was in the shop. After he left, one of 
the barbers asked, “Who was that man?” 
“That,” said the other, “was Mr. Moody.” 

“Well,” said the first speaker, “that 
explains it. I could feel the presence of 
God while he was in here!” We should 
be so filled with the Spirit, that people 
would be restrained from filthy talking 
in our presence, 

Read Matthew 5:14-16. Here Chris- 
tians are called “the light of the world.” 
We have no light of ourselves, but 
neither has the moon. What makes it 
shine? 


(It reflects the light of the sun.) 
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Just so, we should reflect the light of 
our Lord. Light dispels darkness, and 
this is one of the jobs of the Christian. 
One first-grade reader has a cute story 
called “The Very Dark Place.” There 
was a very dark place and different ones 
went to see it. When each one came 
back he said, “Yes, it is a very dark place.” 
Finally the sun went to see it. He came 
back saying, “I looked and I looked and 
I looked, but I could not find any dark 


place.” Even the six-year-olds get the 
point. The light of the sun dispelled the 
darkness. 


Now read Matthew 5:27-32. Notice 
that sin begins in the heart.. Our 
thoughts need constant guarding. Mr. 
H. T. Crossley says: “Do not harbor 
for a moment thoughts you would be 
ashamed of, if your mind were trans- 
parent, so that others could see them. 
Be as pure and good as you wish others 
to think you are.” He also says, “Shun 
the company of anyone of either sex 
that would tempt you to do wrong, as 
you would avoid a cholera or smallpox 
patient.” 

I could weep as I repeat these words 
to you girls, remembering a dear Chris- 
tian girl who did not shun bad company, 
She thought there was no harm in going 
with all sorts of boys to see what they 
were like. Her mother encouraged her 
in this. When I spoke to them both about 
it, her mother said, “She is old enough to 
take care of herself.” I am quite sure 
that this girl would not have been im- 
moral of her own free will. But she got 
out of touch with the Lord and got into 
trouble with a young man. She married 
him, not because she loved him, but be- 
cause she did not know anything else 
to do. For several years she endured 
him and tried to lead him to Christ. 
Finally, she got completely discouraged 
at his abuse and constant drinking. She 
has left him now, and is trying to bring 
up her children single-handed. Her life 
has been ruined, and all because she did 
not shun the company of unsaved, 
worldly young men, with no moral 
standards. 

If you have any regard for God’s Word 
or your own happiness, never “go with” 
or consider for a moment marrying an 
unsaved man, or the husband of another 
woman. An unsaved man is dead toward 
God and therefore dead toward you. A 
man who is married to another is as 
much out of the question for you as if 
he were dead and buried in the ceme- 
tery. Happy married life is built upon 
mutual respect as well as mutual love. 
How could any man respect a girl whose 
attachment for him is a sin? Matthew 
5:28 makes it plain that even tolerat- 
ing such an attachment is sin. 

Our last Scripture today is Mark 10: 
2-12. Notice how sacred and binding 
marriage is. This is important to real- 
ize, for so many people today think 
lightly of marriage, morality, and every- 
thing that God holds sacred. There is 
too much teasing about “boy friends” 
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I will not allow that 
When 


and “girl friends.” 
kind of talk among my pupils. 
anyone starts teasing another by saying, 
“Ruth loves John,” or any other com- 
bination, I say: “I hope she does and 
that she loves everyone else in the room. 
If you want to talk about it, you may 
come up to the front of the room and 
say, ‘Ruth loves —, Ruth loves 
naming every child in the room.’” They 
soon tire of this and begin saying, “Ruth 
loves everyone.” And I say, “We should 
all love everyone.” That ends such fool- 
ishness. 

Through the movies, the radio, and ob- 
scene literature, the Devil tries to soil 
the minds of young people. Do not look 
at, or listen to, anything that would put 
an impure thought into your mind or 
an impure desire into your heart. Sin 
brings sorrow. Purity is essential to 
joy. “Keep thyself pure.” 

See what you can do this afternoon 
that will be a blessing to others.

Topic and Scripture: 
Clean Thinking and Clean Living 
(Exod. 20:14; Matt, 5:8, 13-16) 

AVE two glass jars at class, one 

clean and one dirty (or smoke one 
up with a lighted match or candle). 
Now I don’t suppose you boys and girls 
think you look anything like these glass 
jars! But just suppose you lived inside 
of one of them. The sun may be shin- 
ing brightly outside, but could you see 
it, if you lived in this one (indicating 
the dirty jar)? The light of the world 
is Jesus (John 1:9; 8:12). But not every- 
one can see Him. Why? Matthew 5:8 
tells. Now pretend these jars are pic- 
tures of boys’ and girls’ hearts. Tell 
what makes this heart (indicate dirty 
jar) so dirty the Lord’s light cannot 
shine in. (Let children name differ- 
ent sins.) What has made this heart 
(the clean jar) so pure and clean? 
(Washed of its sins by the Lord Jesus.) 
Does the Lord Jesus seem real and near 
to you every day? If not, what do you 
suppose may be the trouble? (Have a 
child place a paper with the words of 
Matthew 5:8 inside the clean jar so the 
writing is visible.) 

(Set a salt shaker on top of the clean 
jar. Shake a few grains into your hand.) 
What is salt good for? (To make things 
taste good.) Do you know the Lord 
Jesus called us salt! (v. 13.) I’m won- 
dering if you Christian boys and girls 
taste good to your teacher at school— 
do you make the whole schoolroom seem 
better to her than if you were absent? 
Are you salt—or hot pepper—at home? 
If you don’t make a good taste, the Lord 
says something about being thrown out 
and trampled on. How would you like 
that?

(Remove salt shaker 
and place a lighted candle on top of the 
clean jar.) He says we are light, and 
should shine out for all to see. Read 
verses 14 to 16, and see if you find what 
part of us the Lord calls our light. 
(Good works.) Now just take a look at 
yourself. Does your teacher see good 
works shining at schocl? Does Mother 
see good works shining at home? Or 
is it very dark sometimes? (Blow out 
the candle. Drop the paper with Mat- 
thew 5:8 out of the jar. Using a lighted 
match, smoke up the outside of the clean 
jar.) This smoky spot is so messy. 
(Draw finger through it.) See what it 
did to my finger! And I thought this 
was a Christian boy: but such mean 
things he does! (Make a smoky spot 
inside of jar.) This sin is just on the 
inside. Nobody knows but himself and 
God who can see into his heart as plain 
as glass. Maybe there are dirty thoughts 
he wouldn't want his mother to know he 
was thinking about. Maybe it is a bad 
story one of the older boys told that 
he likes to keep thinking over to him- 
self. Oh. oh, the blessing has fallen 
out! (Pick up paper and read Matthew 
5:8, emphasizing the word “pure.”) 

Let’s find the Bible picture cf a boy 
your age—one all clean and pure (Luke 
2:40). Let’s ask Him now to make your 
lives more like that instead of dirty and 
mean. If your hearts are clean and pure 
now, it will be so much easier to be 
clean and pure when you grow up. If 
you are salt and light for the Lord Jesus 
in your homes now, it will be easier to 
be salt and light for Him in your homes 
by and by when you are father or 
mother. You know, a father and a 
mother should love one another and al- 
ways be true to each other, as they 
promised when they were married. One 
of the Commandments tells them so. 
“Thou shalt not commit adultery” (Exod, 
20:14, Memory Verse).

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For Primary Teachers 
By Ethel S. Low 


OMETIMES our problem child of last 

week is the same child we will study 
today, Teacher’s Pet. Quite often the 
child who considers himself the pet of 
the teacher brings her tales of the bad 
actions of the other children in a desire 
to further his standing with her. The 
child who aims to be the te&cher’s pet 
is generally hungry for praise, the child 
who craves the spotlight. He may be 
an affectionate child, but often is not. 
He is self-centered, not necessarily self- 
ish about things. He is difficult for a 
teacher to cope with, for the reason 
that he brings her so many gifts, is on 
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hand to do anything he can for her, 
and makes himself so useful that it is 
hard to rebuff him. And as he makes 
himself useful to the teacher, his sense 
of importance grows. He is generally 
a very bright. interesting child, but his 
aim is to absorb all of the teacher's 
time and attention possible, for that 
feeds his ego. 

Not as a matter of punishment, but for 
the child’s own good, the teacher should 
put him in his place, which should be 
just on an equal with the other chil- 
dren. This can be done very graciously 
by saying, “John has helped me very 
nicely this morning, but I can’t have him 
doing it every Sunday, so next Sunday 
I want Mary to help me.” Then carry 
out your intention. Don’t let John shove 
Mary out of the spotlight. Make spe. 
cial mention of the things other children 
bring you or do for you, and gradually, 
but firmly, put John down in line with 
the others in the class. 

I have seen a teacher’s pet, ruined for 
good steady work in school, come up 
against another teacher who was dis- 
gusted with him, and who was very 
severe with him. A child who succeeds 
to importance by means of gifts and 
boot-licking always has a sad day ahead 
of him, the day of falling from his high 
estate down to the level of the other 
children. 

Another reason for guarding against 
having a pet is that all the other chil- 
dren dislike him very much. There is 
no more disagreeable epithet than 
“Teacher’s Pet!’ Don’t be an accessory 
to fastening it on one of your Primary 
children. 

Our lesson today is about the pure in 
heart. Every Primary child should be 
pure in heart, but our world today is 
so full of indecent pictures and morally 
filthy books that even the children from 
Christian homes are polluted by them. 
In fact, a child can hardly go from his 
home to his school without having some 
of these unclean things brought to his 
attention, Then think of the radio. Even 
in a home where the programs are care- 
fully censored, it is difficult to screen 
out all the objectionable things. Surely 
the citadel of the child's heart is today 
stormed on every side with sin in many 
forms. 

The comic books are one of the crazes 
of today. I have gone over stacks of 
them, and found some harmless, really 
quite like old-fashioned Mother Goose 
tales. Others were just too silly for 
words, and still others full of crime and 
lust, not fit to be published at all. Why 
don’t we do something about them? 

There is just one way out—to fill the 
child’s heart full of the good things, 
and to form his tastes so that he will 
not be interested in the vile and wicked 
things. First among good things. of 
course, is the Bible. And the first thing 
the child needs is to know the salva- 
tion story and believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his own Saviour. Then the 
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Lesson for June 1 


Holy Spirit will teach and safeguard 
him. Then with the right training, he 
will come to love the pure and good, 
and hate the wicked things. The person 
who has been brought up on the good 
literature of the world has no appetite 
for trashy reading. 

Satan will try every means to reach 
the child to corrupt him, so parents and 
teachers should be ever on the alert to 
keep him in the right path. My heart 
aches for the child of today in the pub- 
lic school. With all its. advantages, there 
is so much to make school life hard 
for the real Christian child: tap dancing, 
folk dancing, majorette training, school 
dances, theater parties, Sunday excur- 
sions. The child who is excused from 
these things at the parents’ insistence 
is marked for ridicule and scorn by his 
schoolmates and ‘sometimes by the 
teachers. It takes real courage to be a 
real Christian school child today. Let’s 
pray for them every day,

Answering Roman Catholic 
Propaganda 


ELIEVING that they were part of a 

sleeping Protestantism that has let go 
unchallenged the propaganda of the 
Knights of Columbus (Roman Catholic), 
the men’s Bible class of the Faith Com- 
munity Church, Roslyn, Pa., has pre- 
pared a series of advertisements. These 
have a threefold purpose: (1) to set 
forth the Gospel; (2) express the Prot- 
estant position on points at issue; (3) 
expose the deceit and darkness of the 
Roman Catholic position.

Then Am I Strong. By Francena H. 
Arnold. (Moody Press, Chicago 10: $2.75.) 
As a lIcnely little orphan in a children’s 
home, JoAnne was all her life afraid. 
It was finally discovered at the age of 
eight that she was very nearsighted, in 
fact, almost blind. Glasses remedied that, 
but nothing could overcome her awful 
fear of darkness, of storms, of unknown 
terrors. As a young girl she was led 
to the Lord and later married a Chris- 
tian man, and for a short time they 
were very happy. Then to this un- 
usually timid and shrinking girl there 
came a series of sore trials. Her faith 
was greatly tested, and she was called 
upon to do and to endure the seemingly 
impossible. But from each experience 
she came forth stronger, at last more 
than conqueror through Him that loved 
us, trusting in the promise, “Lo, I am 
with you alway.” 


Principalities and Powers. By Gordon 
Rupp. (Abingdon-Cckesbury Press, 
Nashville 2; $2.) Christians in America 
find it hard to comprehend what their 
brothers in England have suffered, and 
still suffer. Out of this suffering has 
been born this volume. The author, a 
Methodist minister of London, faces the 
question of the power of evil in the 
world. Many of his expressions and illus- 
trations are beautiful, and it is easy to 
see that they have been born out of 
suffering. He takes note of the courage 
of the first century Christians and com- 
pares that courage with the growing 
sense of fatalism and paralysis, as this 
generation loses its faith in progress. At 
times, the author shows real faith in 
God’s promise of help to burdened hu- 
manity. Perhaps we should not always 
expect him to speak our shibboleth, but 
we feel that the book fails where so 
many religious books fail today—while 
saying much that is gocd, he seems to 
hold a dangerous view of inspiration. 


Pine Tree House. By Audrey Dines. 
(Victory Press, Clapham Crescent, Lon- 
don S. W. 4: 5/6 net. by post 5/10.) 
Many and interesting are the happenings 
in a girls’ boarding school, and this story 
centers about two girls, Carolyn and 
Annette.

A fine library of 
special music is being built up, which 
will include piano meditations by Jorge 
Bolet, who has played with the New 
York Philharmonic and Boston Sym- 
phonies; and all of the solos of George 
Beverly Shea, issued by Singspiration 
records.

show that there is no immediate, real 
need. If a man asking for help is not 
willing to have his affairs looked into, 
then it is a fair conclusion that his ap- 
peal is not sincere. 

In deciding whether or not to give 
financial aid to professing Christians (or 
others), we need the guidance of God. 
He has laid down certain principles for 
us in His Word, but He does not expect 
us to give thoughtlessly. Dr. Henry W. 
Frost. for many years the Home Director 
of the China Inland Mission, called atten- 
tion some years ago to Matthew 5:45 as 
a guide in the matter of giving. This 
reads: “That ye may be the children of 
your Father which is in heaven: for he 
maketh his sun to rise on the evil and 
on the good, and sendeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust.” Dr. Frost 
pointed out that God does not send rain 
all the time on all the just and the un- 
just, or simply because they ask it. He 
dispenses it according to His wisdom. 
So we need to seek His wisdom in dis-

Leland Wang Beaten 
and Robbed 


N JANUARY 18 Dr. Leland Wang, 

president of the Chinese Foreign 
Missionary Union, went from Djakarta 
to Tg. Priok to meet his wife and Miss 
Rose Wong from Southampton on board 
the S.S. Oranje. On his way he was met 
by about ten robbers, who beat him, 
took away his suitcase, cut it open, and 
stole the contents. He lost his precious 
Bible, passport, visas from some twenty 
countries; certificate of admission for 
Singapore; sermon notes, address book, 
important documents, fountain pens, and 
clothes. 

The Moody film, “Dust or Destiny,” 
which he had shown for the first time 
in West Java to thousands of people, 
was also stolen, but was afterward re- 
covered from the water. Fortunately, 
Dr. Wang was not seriously injured. 
He later testified that: his Bible was 
lost, but not the Christ: sermon notes 
were lost, but not the message; pass- 
port was lost, but not the way to Heaven, 
address book was lost, but not the 
friends,

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the right thing in the wrong place. Sup- 
pose you slip around to a Christian 
church and see if the fine woman about 
whom you have been thinking is not 
in the same place where she has always 
been.” 

For the Scripture lesson assigned for 
this week, you will find it worth while 
to read the entire chapter of Genesis 
24 instead of the few verses mentioned. 
You will find that Abraham was con- 
cerned lest his son, Isaac, should fall in 
love with and marry a heathen wife in 
the land in which he was living. So he 
sent his servant back to Haran, where 
his brother’s grandson lived, in order 
to find a wife for Isaac who was a be- 
liever in the true God. This servant 
went, asking and depending upon God’s 
leading to direct him to the one of God’s 
choice, and Rebekah accepted the cir- 
cumstances as an indication of God’s will 
for her. 

The procedure is somewhat different 
today and in the land in which we live. 
Parents, as a rule. do not select mates 
for their children in such a direct way. 
But Christian parents have just as much 
cause to be concerned that their chil- 
dren be brought up to fear and obey 
God and to marry wholesome, sensible 
Christians of a similar faith, as was 
Abraham. And, on the other hand. while 
Christian young people may reasonably 
dislike the idea of having their parents 
select their life partners for them, there 
is a very real sense in which they would 
do well to heed the counsel of earnest 
Christian parents in choosing their 
friends and associates, from whom, very 
likely, some day they will themselves 
wish to choose a life partner In this 
way many mistakes and heartaches, and 
sometimes even tragedies, may be 
avoided.

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The term found in our topic, “falling 
in love,” is commonly used today. But 
it is open to some question and carries 
with it the suggestion of sudden or acci- 
dental stumbling upon a mate, a sort of 
“love at first sight” that sweeps every- 
thing before it—reascn, good judgment, 
and the like. While “love at first sight” 
is possible it is not probable, for true 
love usually must be built upon respect 
and mutual understanding, and the like. 
a fact suggested by the addition of the 
word “intelligently” to our topic, indi- 
cating that not only the heart but the 
head should enter into the business of 
choosing a life partner. Emotion is a 
marvelous experience when it is directed 
and controlled, but true and lasting hap- 
piness can come only through clear 
thinking, sound judgment, common 
sense, and mutual understanding and 
interest and unselfishness. Beauty and 
grace and physical charm may thrill for 
a time, but they fade and become im- 
paired and their passing leaves boredcm 
or strife if there is no solid foundation 
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of unselfish regard and mutual under- 
standing.

Christian young people need to be 
warned that there is such a thing as 
physical attraction that is often mistaken 
for love. Now physical attraction has 
its place, and it is a marvelous thing 
that God has created these bodies of 
ours so that they will charm the op- 
posite sex by feminine grace and beauty, 
or masculine strength and agility. But 
when we become concerned with these 
things only, or substitute them for more 
durable and spiritual qualities, we are 
missing the meaning of true love. 

As Christian young people we need to 
realize that God has already selected for 
us the one who can make us supremely 
happy as a life partner and He will 
direct us to that one, if it is within His 
plan that we should marry. Our first 
concern, then, as our thoughts begin to 
turn to having a home of our own and 
choosing a mate, should be to turn t 
Him fer direction and wisdom and to be 
satisfied with nothing short of His best 
for us. 

Then we should be careful in the 
choice of our friends, submitting to Him 
each one, and asking His direction as to 
whether we should make a close friend 
of that particular individual. It is not 
that we are to look upon each one as 
a matrimonial candidate, but> rather to 
realize that out of our friends and ac- 
quaintances may come the one we will 
eventually choose.

We may safely heed the counsel of 
Christian parents and trusted Christian 
friends and make every effort to find out 
all we can about the one to whom our 
thoughts are turning. This certainly 
should include getting to know the fam- 
ily background of such individuals, for, 
whether we like it or not, in most cases 
we do not marry an individual, we 
“marry” the members of the family as 
well and must become adjusted to them, 

We shall do well to give careful con- 
sideration to the economic side of a life 
partnership before we plunge headlong 
into it. It is possible for true love to 
flourish in poverty, but financial diffi- 
culties have a way of putting a very 
real strain upon a union unless both 
parties understand beforehand what they 
are facing and are fully prepared not to 
let such difficulties interfere, or are con- 
tent to wait for a few years until they 
can be surmounted.

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But, above all, let it be emphasized 
again and again that a Christian young 
person has no right to become linked 
in marriage with an unbeliever. Two 
can never walk together unless they be 
agreed (Amos 3:3), and unless both 
seeking to 


partners love and are 
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serve the same Lord and Saviour, there 
is no common ground for the solving of 
difficulties and misunderstandings, and 
no opportunity for Christ to make two 
personalities one, which is essential for 
a true and happy and lasting marriage.
